Some out-of-state customers had 
palid for insured blue CD's，bnut 
that the bank officers in NY 
had instead used the money to 
purchase Uninsured accounts in 
the International Banking Fund 
(ITBEF). 

Lau，who heads his own law 
firm in downtown SFE,explained， 
"We found that in order to open 
an account in the IBFE fund， 
these _ certificates Should have a 
minimum of $100,000 and should 
be for Some sort of overseas 
Usage.”Therefore，he added，the 
FDIC could see that epositors 
of less _ than $100,000 never 
intended to buy the uninsured 
IBF accounts. 

"For accounts of $100,000 or 
more,， they will be looked at on a 
case-by-case basis,”he Said. "One

thing the FDIC is looking at is 
the code numbers of the certi- 
ficates....The numbers usually 
indicate the intent atvthe time 
the account was 0pened." 


FOREIGCN DEPOSITORS 


Golden Pacific had two Cali- 
fornia branches -- one in San 
Mateo and one in the LA area. 
Because of the Chinese manage- 
ment，many of the customers 
were Overseas Chinese do not 
have American permanent resi- 
dent status and opened an 
account while visiting the US. 

Some of these are believed to 
opened uninsured  IBEF 
accounts intentionally，accepting 
the higher risk in exchange for 
higher interest.。 Such accounts 
will not be covered by the FDIC. 
IBF funds are frequentIy pur- 
chased by international traders， 
travel agencies，and overseas 
manufacturers selling their 
products in the US._ But the 
FDIC does not base any Of its 
reimbursement decisions on _ the 
isSsue of citizenship or permanent 
US residence.， Rather，sSaid Lau， 
foreign depositors are en- 
couraged to come forward with 
their claims. 

In the LA branch，about 40 
percent of blue CD holders have 


stiknotafled 一 aclatma for 
relimbursement Of their 1osses， 
According to Lau，many are 
Talwanese whose government 
does not allow them to have 
money outside the country. 
They are reluctant to come 
forward because they fear public 
exXpoSsure.

"Maybe they don'?t have enough 
manpower to get ln touch with 
them,”Said the representative， 
who asked not be be named. 
"They Should hire Somebody --

In response to the 
phenomenal increase in immi- 
gration from all over Asia，the 
newSspaper has been reborn as 
the "Houston: Asian American 
Journal.”

The new monthly， printed 
entirely in English，covers events 
of interest to all Asians in the 
Houston area，including Cam-

Indians，Indonesians， Japanese， 
Koreans，Laotians，Pakistanis，

While New York movie critics in 
both Print and_ television media 
have given the flm a mixed recep- 
tion，with one critic calling it a film 
that is “guaranteed to offend 
Chinese Americans more than

Italian Americans” and another 
praising it as an“engaging movije” 
(giving it a “72”) despite its 人 aws，

SAN FRANCISCO - In a 
recent interview with East/West， 
artist Cheng Duo-Duo，whose 
paintings are _ currently on 
display at the Montgomery 
Gallery (824 Montgomery Street) 
through September 7，talked 
about his one-man Show;

He studied 
painting with his father Cheng 
Shifa，one of the most famous 
living artists in China，when he 
was still a child.-" My parents 
never Teally pushed us to study 
art，but Somehow we all ended 
up to be artists,” Said Cheng. His 
older brother is an animator， 
and his Sister works for the 
Shanghai Ballet Company as a 
costume designer. 

Upon arriving here，Cheng 
enrolled at the San Francisco 
Art Institute to study modern 
art. "It (Studying Western art) is 
quite a revelation,”he declared. 
As a result，he js experimenting 
with combining Western and 
Chinese painting techniques. "In 
the West，art is analyzed in a 
more Scientific manner. TI hope 
to absorb the essence and use it 
in Some creative ways in my 
palntings.” 


THREE CATEGCGORIES 


Most of the 62 paintings in the 
current exhibition are Cheng's 
recent works.， Basically they are 
in three categories: landscapes， 
birds-and-flowers，and portraits. 
The first group is by far the 
most interesting.， Instead of 
using traditional subject matter， 
Cheng chooses to paint sights 
unfamiliar to Chinese painters， 
Such as the Golden Gate Bridge 
and the Grand Canyon.

A SENSITIVE MAN 


"Wang Said he didn't set out to 
do a women's movie，but he feels 
it will appeal more to women 
than to men. "It would take a 
Sensitive man to respond to this 
movie,” he said. ， 

Did the experience of stopping

SAN FRANCISCO - Asian 
American performing arts have 
come of age According to Jack 
Chen, historian and author of “The 
Chinese in America,”now that the

LONDON - On the Surface，it?s 
like any Chinatown，USA，with its 
share of restaurants, Shops, and serT- 
Vices， But London's Chinatown 
only developed within the last 2u 
years and the concentration of 
small establishments is not nearly as 
intense. 


The earliest Chinese settlers to 
arrive on British shores were 
seamen in the 1880"s who resided in 
the Limehouse district and even- 
tually opened laundries. Today 
there are Scant traces of their 
Presence. 


PROSPERITY 

The economic Prosperity of the 
1960'S stirred a new Dreed of 
Chinese immigrants from the 
Crown Colony of Hong Kong 一 
British citizens who through_ net- 
working of relatives and kinsmen， 
have come almost 100,000 strong to 
the Soho district of London where 
many of them conduct business. 
There' js a decided permanency 
about their settlement， Since the 
1982 Nationality Act in which citi- 
Zenship had to be declared，they 
have become a distinct ethnic group 
with its own language, culture, and 
organizations. 

Many Chinese are found operat- 
ing the hundreds of “take-away?” 
fast food eateries proliferating Bri- 
tain. The nation，already crushed 
with mass waves of immigrants 
from African colonies and India， 
was not particularly enthusiastic 


about receiving any more. Recently 
16,000 Vietnamese refugees,，70 per- 
cent of which are ethnic Chinese， 
joined in worsening the housing 
problem. The firmly en trenched 
class-conscious British SoOciety， 
has been resentful of them and 
made their resettlement difficult 


IMPERIAL CITY 

NevwerthnelesssentnisGOhinesE 
enclave, known as the“Imperial Ci- 
ty,”has been expanding at a rapid 
rate with currently over 15S0 
business _ establishments，many of 
which are recent investments made 
in view of expiry of the Hong Kong 
New Territories Lease date of 1997. 
Unfortunately the Soho district 
happens to be the center of night 
life，sleazy sex Shops，and porno 
movie houses.

There are two Chinese cinemas， 
which are packed on Sundays with 
Chinese families from outlying 
areas Seeking to be apart of a com- 
munity, to 1 cpna, Shop, and play 
mah jong with friends. Renting 
video casettes of Chinese entertain- 
ment，which can be viewed by the 
entire family at a fraction of the 
cost of attending the theatre，has 
been cutting into this tradition as of 
late. 

Reminiscentof ouUr own smoky， 
dingy Emeryville poker and pai gow 
parlours are the half dozen in Lon- 
don which specialize in fan tan，pai 
gow，and bok ahp piu (Keno). 
Some restaurants after hours serve 
as casinos to a restricted clientele. 
Fully 30 percent of the patrons 
found: in fashionable West End 
casinos are Chinese men， But the 
Chinese gaming houses SerVe 
another more useful function as a 
mieeting place，job placement cen- 
ter, and money lending institutions.

Some London Chinese still intend 
to_ return to the colony to retire 
despite the impending- control by 
China in 1997. The post office used 
to book 10,000 calls a month to 
Hong Kong from Trafalgar Square 
and the number would double dur- 

ing the Chinese New Year. 


CONFLICTS 

Fully S$0 percent of the Chinese 
are Cantonese, in the， main frorm 
Pao An and Sze Yup 一 30 per- 
cent are Hakka. The earjlier settlers 
resSent the recent immigrants 
because they have not paid their 
dues facing racial discrimination in 
competing with society at large for 
jobs as they have in the past.
